The facts and circumstances outlined in this affidavit brought on by Detective Brad Winston suggest that there is 
probable cause to believe evidence of the commission of the crime of Robbery with Dangerous Weapon, a violation of 
ort Carolina General Statute 14-87 (hereinafter "Subject Offense), may be found within computer servers maintained 
or controlled^ by Google, Inc. or Google Payment Corp. Such accounts are described further in ATTACHMENT 11

1. For each type of Google account that is associated with a device that was inside the geographical area described 
further in ATTACHMENT II, during the time frame listed above, Google will provide "anonymized information" 
regarding the Accounts that are associated with a device that was inside the described geographical area during 
the time frame described above. This "anonymized Information" will include a numerical identifier for the 
account, the type of account, time stamped location coordinates and the data source that this information came 
from if available. The information initially provided by Google will not contain any further content or 
information identifying the user of a particular device or account. 

2. Law enforcement officers will review this "anonymized information" provided by Google, Inc. in an effort to 
narrow down the list of accounts associated with devices identified in the "anonymized information".

ATTACHMENT III - PROBABLE CAUSE AFFIDAVIT: 


The Affiant swears to the following facts to establish probable cause for the issuance of a search warrant: 

The Raleigh Police Department and other local law enforcement agencies are investigating a pattern of armed robberies 
from McDonalds and Bojangles restaurants. At least seven (7) robberies are thought to be related and part of this 
pattern. It appears that at least two (2) suspects are involved, as video surveillance has revealed that one suspect goes 
into the restaurant to commit the robbery while a second suspect waits in a getaway vehicle nearby. The suspect 
description and M.O. are similar in each of these cases. On 9/13/2018 between 0355 and 0406 hours Eastern, the 
McDonalds at 601 Corporate Center Drive in Raleigh was robbed and then on 9/19/2018 between 0410 and 0430 hours 
Eastern, the Bojangles at 1000 Claren Circle in Morrisville was robbed. The male suspect that entered both of these 
restaurants to commit these robberies is shown on video wearing what appears to be the same shirt during both 
robberies. These two robberies are part of this pattern of robberies that are being investigated. 

At the robbery of the McDonalds at 601 Corporate Center Drive, Raleigh, the suspect accosted the manager that arrived 
to open the restaurant and forced them to give him money from the safe inside the restaurant. The suspect was armed 
with a pistol that the suspect pointed at the manager during this robbery. The suspect stole money from this 
McDonalds during this robbery. The suspect forced the manager into a cooler before the suspect fled the scene. At the 
robbery of the Bojangles at 1000 Clare Circle, Morrisville, the suspect accosted the manager that arrived to open the 
restaurant and forced her to give him money from the safe inside the restaurant. The suspect was armed with a pistol 
that the suspect pointed at the manager during this robbery. The suspect stolen money from this Bojangles during this 
robbery. Again, the suspect forced the manager into a cooler before the suspect fled the scene. Significant efforts to 
identify the suspects involved in these robberies have not yet proven who is involved. 

This applicant knows that a cellular telephone or mobile telephone is a handheld wireless device primarily used for 
voice, text, and data communication through radio signals. Cellular telephones send signals through networks of 
transmitter/receivers called "cells" or "cell sites," enabling communication with other cellular telephones or traditional 
"landline" tele phones. Cellular telephones rely on cellular towers, the location of which may provide information on the 
location of the subject telephone. Cellular telephones may also include global positioning system ("GPS") or other 
technology for determining a more precise location of the device. 

This applicant also knows that Google is a company which, among other things, provides electronic communication 
services to subscribers, including email services. Google allows subscribers to obtain email accounts at the domain 
name gmail.com and/or google.com. Subscribers obtain an account by registering with Google. A subscriber using the 
Provider's services can access his or her email account from any computer/device connected to the Internet. 

This applicant knows that Google has also developed a proprietary operating system for mobile devices, including 
cellular phones, known as Android. Nearly every cellular phone using the Android operating system has an associated 
Google account, and users are prompted to add a Google account when they first turn on a new Android device. 

Based on this applicant's training and experience, this applicant knows that Google collects and retains location data 
from Android-enabled mobile devices when a Google account user has enabled Google location services. Google can
